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Brief Description: Concerning increasing a health profession's scope of practice.

Brief Summary of Bill

»  Establishes standards and criteriafor evaluating proposals to expand the scope of practice
of health professions.

»  Establishes additional procedures for the Department of Health to follow when reviewing
proposals to expand the scope of practice of health professions.

Background:

Proposals to the Legislature either to regul ate a new health profession or increase the scope of
practice of an existing health profession may be sent to the Department of Health (Department) to
be reviewed under the "sunrise” review process. The sunrise review process is initiated by either
the chair of the House Health Care Committee or the Senate Health and Long-Term Care
Committee by sending the proposal to the Department for areview.

The first step in the sunrise review process is that the group proposing the new health profession
or the increase in a profession’s scope of practice must submit to the Department an application
explaining several factors regarding the proposal. These factors address several issues including:

» adefinition of the problem and the necessity of regulation;

» efforts made to address the problem;

»  dternatives considered;

» thepotential benefit and harm to the public if regulation is granted,
* the maintenance of standards; and

*  the expected costs of regulation.

The Department distributes the proposal and application to interested parties and holds a hearing
to discuss the merits of the proposal. The hearing is presided over by areview panel. Upon
consideration of the oral and written testimony and review of relevant research, the Department
reports its recommendations to the Legislature. The recommendations address the merits of the
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proposal, summaries of testimony, findings of fact, and other considerations raised by the
proposal.

Summary of Bill:

Standards for evaluating "sunrise" review proposals to increase the scope of practice of a health
profession are established. The standards state that the scope of practice for a health profession
should only be increased when there is adequate training and education; the service provides a
health benefit to the patient; and the service does not create excessive demand on the health care
system.

Additional criteriafor consideration when a health profession applies for an increased scope of
practice are established. These criteriainclude: the extent to which a profession is not able to use
skillsthat it istrained to perform; the potential for increasing access to health care services or
meeting public health goals; the duplication of health care services affecting the viability of other
health professions; the potential harm created by incompetent performance of the health care
services, the prevalence of the health care services in educational programs for the profession; and
the impact to the cost of health care services.

Scope of practiceis defined as the range of activities that may be provided by a particular health
profession.

The Department of Health (Department) must convene areview committee for every sunrise
review application. The review committee isto be composed of the state health officer and up to
four other people with experience in health care delivery models, health care education, health
care policy, health care economics, or other relevant experience. The committee must determine
the methodol ogy for evaluating the proposal, review the proposal, and comment and make
recommendations to the Department. The Department must eval uate the proposal and prepare an
initial report considering the review committee's findings. The Department isto hold a hearing to
accept testimony regarding the proposal and the initial report and revise the initial report as
warranted.
